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The brilliant artists and technicians who made it all happen 
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Fes @ long-established character from one medium to another 
is a lot like translating a poem. Render the verse exactly, word- 
for-word, and the end result is usually gibberish. The trick is to 
absolutely understand the source material and then recreate it in 
the new idiom. A good transistor must be almost as much an 
artist as the original poet—at least, he must be as adept in his 
language as the original was in his—and have the insight and 
analytical mind of a fine critic besides. 

Which, believe it or not has much to do with Tim Burton and 
Batman. il explain. 

When Tim Burton undertook to film Batman, he was dealing 
with a hero who had been popular for nearly half-a-century—in 
continuous, monthly publication for SO years in his birth medium, 
the comics. That alone made him almost unique; only Superman 
and Wonder Woman had similar longevity. But Batman's exploits 


first appeared in 1939, the "funny books". He also starred in = 


two movie serials in the Forties, a 


prime-time television series in the late 
Sixties, a number of Saturday morning 
cartoon shows and he even played substitute 
hero for Superman in an early after-school radio 
serial-- the writers wrote Superman out and 
Batman in for a couple of weeks every year to 
allow the voice of the Man of Steel a vacation. 
That's a lot of Batman and part of what 
Burton had to do was choose which Batman to 


work with. The guy with pointy ears ‘and the 


> scalloped cape had had a 


different personality in each 
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the props and the name hed remained more-or- 


incarnation— only the costume, 
less constant. in the Eisenhower Fifties, for 
example, he wes a cheery do-gooder, a solid 
citizen who might saunter down a sunny street 
waving to his fans on his way to handing out a 
prize at a civic tuncheon. In the Sixties, on 
television, he was a campy comedian who 
lampooned himself with self-consciously corny 
dialogue and parodistic heroics. In the early 


Seventies and again in the late Eighties he was — 


well, grim: what he was in the first year's 


worth of comic book stories before he 


began to drift from his creators’ original 
vision. And this is the true Batman. This is what 
the comedian satirized and the do-gooder departed 
from: a man bereft of family and childhood by an 
assassin's gun, « self-created model of human 
perfection who chooses to give his life meaning by 
symbolically avenging his parents’ murder — 
brilliant, athletic, compassionate, relentiess. in 
short, the perfect hero for a world where, 
suddenly, the old rules do not apply, the old 
institutions are baffied by social disintegration, 
urban terror and environmental chaos. This is the 
Batman Tim Burton chose to bring to the world's 
theaters. 

And here is where Burton had to be more than a 
fine filmmaker, where he had to become akin to 
that poet-transiator. He had to take an idea that 
originated in 1939, for a static print medium, and 
rethink it not only in modern terms but in 
cinematic terms. The idea of 
Batman is as valid now as it 
was all those decades ago, 
but some of the dramatic, 
graphic and narrative 
techniques for realizing that 
idea do not transfer from 
printed page to wide screen. 
Burton found film equivalents 
for the best work of the 
comics' artists and writers and 
then realized them brilliantly. 

Finally, he managed to put 
onto celluloid an essential 
Batman trait that ! haven't 
yet mentioned. Even in the 
darkest moments of his 
darkest incarnations, the comics’ Batman has 
usually been entertaining. That's the main reason 
the comics have remained popular while the world 
around them spun into a vast and traumatic 
change, and why |! expect audiences will still be 
applauding Tim Burton's Batman in whatever the 
world will become in the next fifty years.

annual lighting of the giant Yuletide tree has attracted some of Gotham 
City’s most important and influential citizens. Playing a part in the 
festivities are wealthy industrialist Max Shreck and his son Chip, joined by 
the Mayor and Police Commissioner Gordon. 

Much to everyone’s surprise, a gigantic “Christmas gift” is wheeled into 
the Plaza and presented with great fanfare. Suddenly it explodes, 
unleashing a small army of oddly-attired criminals -- the Red Triangle 
Circus Gang! The various big top terrorists lay waste to the area, 
demolishing storefronts and scaring the wits out of unsuspecting 
onlookers.

Unknown to everyone, however, Max Shreck has 
been kidnapped by surviving Red Triangle Circus Gang 
members. in a frozen hideaway far beneath Gotham City, 
Shreck faces the hate-crazed Penguin, who threatens to 
blackmail the shifty millionaire with proof that Shreck 
murdered his former business partner. But Max is way 
ahead of this criminal game, and suggests an even fouler 


counter-scheme... 
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r= ax Shreck devises an ingenious plan to transform The 
Penguin into a public hero... the first step in an elaborate scheme 
to contro! Gotham City. Days after the Red Triangle Circus Gang 
attack, the Mayor is once again speaking in Gotham Plaza when an 
acrobat-thug somersaults onto the scene. We snatches the 
Mayor’s baby from his mother’s arms, makes a mocking 
“acceptance speech” and then disappears into a manhole. Sounds 
of a scuffle emanate from below, and seconds later the infant 
reappears - safe and secure in the flipper-like hands of The Penguin! 
The media and the public eagerly accept The Penguin as a 
decent, even heroic fellow who just happens to look grotesque. 
Only Bruce Wayne and his manservant Alfred remain suspicious. 
Meanwhile, The Penguin spends long hours in Gotham City’s Hall of 
Records. He compiles a list of local names, discovers his true 
parentage and eventually visits the city cemetery in a craftily- 


orchestrated “touching” scene, calculated to impress the masses. 
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hree terrific characters,” muses 


Tim Burton, celebrated director of 


BATMAN RETURNS. Terrific, and 


certainly larger than life... the kind of 
cinematic characters Burton specializes in. 

Batman, of course, came to life in the 
first movie back in 1989. Never before 
had the Caped Crusader been portrayed 
so dramatically and effectively on the 
screen. Burton transformed him into an 
armored avenger, a man who steps into an 
artfully-designed, high-tech gladiator 
costume to combat the forces of evil. The 


cowl accentuated the intimidating and 


mysterious nature of Batman’s persona, 
with heavy brow and upswept “ears”. 

Bruce Wayne was also reinterpreted by 
Burton, The ho-hum millionaire playboy 
image of the past replaced with the 
concentrated, internalized portrait fully 
realized by actor Michael Keaton. 

Now in BATMAN RETURNS, two 
additional costumed characters share the 
storyline. 

The Penguin was envisioned as a slimy, 
sinister mutant bird-man with a foul 
disposition, garbed regally and armed with

and one of Charlies Dickens's nightmares. 
Danny DeVito fits the part perfectly, aided 
by Stan Winston's superbly hideous make- 
up work. 

On the other end of the scale, Michelle 
Pfeiffer’s Catwoman is a seductive, sinewy 
creature. While Batman has all the money 
he needs for extravagant outfits, working 
woman Selina Kyle must stitch together 
her costume from materials found around 
the house. This cat-themed creation fits 
its beautiful wearer like a second skin of 


leather. 
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TT... say that curiosity killed the cat... 

it very nearly kills Selina Kyle. Having stumbled upon her boss’ 
criminal activities, she is savagely attacked by Max Shreck and 
sent crashing through the window of his skyscraper. Although 
her fall is broken by several canopies and a deep snowdrift, Selina 
is mortally wounded... at Death’s door... until... 

Miss Kitty arrives with felines of every shape, color and 
demeanor in tow. They magically revive Selina with an eerie version 
of artificial respiration. 

Now, Selina Kyle will respond to a cruel world with equal cruelty. 
No longer will she play the role of a sweet, demure, subservient 
thing. It’s time for a different persona, a revamped, wicked 


version of herself... Catwoman! 
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AA... Pennyworth is Bruce Wayne's loyal manservant... and much, 


much more. He has served the Wayne family for many years, and in 
many ways understands Bruce better than Bruce understands himself. 

it's Alfred’s job not only to maintain the fantastic costumes and 
equipment for Batman, but to keep the man behind the mask on an even 
keel emotionally. He's always “doing what's right” for his young master, 
whether it’s aiding in the fight against crime or offering some pertinent 
advice on Wayne's latest romantic interest, Selina Kyle. 

In short, Alfred is the father figure Bruce lost and still desperately 
needs. And the Batcave, perhaps even more than Wayne Manor, is a 


personal refuge... his true home away from home.

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=== following the bold concepts originated 
by Anton Furst in the original BATMAN movie, 
BATMAN RETURNS presents a dark and intimidating 
Gotham City, “as if Hell had erupted through the 
sidewalks.” Production designer Bo Welch defines 
this urban landscape as “a caricature of a 


deteriorating American city,” an evocative 


combination of ultramodern buildings and classic, 
gothic structures and sculptures. 

There is more of an emphasis this time on the 
higher and lower regions of the city. Several action 
scenes play out on rooftops, and The Penguin dwells 
in an icy, subterranean grotto. 

Gotham Plaza, an important location invaded by the 
Red Triangle Circus Gang early in the film, was 
fashioned almost entirely from wood and supported 
from below by the same type of scaffolding used in 
freeway construction. It took 12 weeks to build. 

Some aspects of Gotham City were constructed 
only in miniature form, or as magnificently realized 
matte paintings. Acclaimed special effects company 
Boss Films created an absolutely breathtaking, forced 
perspective miniature of Gotham Cathedral, pictured 


here under construction. 


. City begins to go up in a conflagration of apocalyptic 
devastation as The Penguin's evil circus gang runs rampant. 
Meanwhile, Catwoman prowls the night, rescuing a poor woman from a 
mugger, then terrorizing her with snappy, anti-male rhetoric. 

Swinging into action, Batman confronts The Penguin -- who is now a 
Mayoral candidate, thanks to Max Shreck -- and both men stare in 
amazement as Catwoman back flips into their lives. Although The 
Penguin escapes using his helicopter-umbrella, Batman squares off with 
Catwoman in a highly-charged battle of the sexes on the rooftops high 
above Gotham City. The two costumed night creatures inflict some 
Physical damage on each other before finally repairing to their 


respective lairs to lick their wounds. 
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a nm the upstairs portion of The Penguin's 


Mayoral campaign headquarters, Catwoman 
4 approaches Cobblepot with a scheme to destroy 
their mutual enemy. The way to conquer 
Batman, she reasons, is to transform him into 
what he hates most, a criminal, and discredit him 
before all of Gotham City. It'll be the frame-up to 
end all frame-ups, an ironic end to the Caped 
Crusader'’s career. The Penguin, chortling in 
anticipation, finds his seductive new partner's 
villainy to be worthy of his own. 
Unlike Cobblepot, however, Selina has the 
remnants of a conscience. She bumps into Bruce 
Wayne in Gotham Plaza and the two of them 
spend a pleasant afternoon together, in startling 
: contrast to their life-and-death encounter the 


night before. Later, at Wayne Manor, they enjoy 


a cozy evening in front of the fireplace, watching 


the lighting of the Yuletide tree on television...

A. Wayne Manor, the relationship between 


Bruce Wayne and Selina Kyle heats up considerably -

Because of a cleverly-planted weapon 
stolen from Batman, suspicion actually falls on the 
Darknight DOetective... and phase one of The 
Penguin/Catwoman frame-up is underway.

Suddenly, The Penguin appears from out 
of nowhere, wielding a trick umbrella and 
unleashing a flock of attacking baby bats! 

The poor ice Princess loses her balance 
and then topples off the building, just as 
Batman bounds to her aid. From below, it 
looks as if the Caped Crusader has 
deliberately pushed her ... and the crowd 
turns against their hometown hero. 

During the ensuing fracas, Batman batties 
first the police and then the Catwoman, 
whom he narrowly escapes by swan-diving 
off a terrace, extending his black cape to 


glide downward. 
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B...... escapes the Batmobile, which has been re-wired 


by The Penguin and is now under his twisted control. As a 
result, the Batmobile tears off into the wildest and most 
dangerous ride it’s ever had! 

Eventually, the resourceful Caped Crusader regains 
command of his car and zooms sway, pursued by a trio of 
police cars.

Speaking at Max Shreck’'s “Recall the Mayor” rally, The 
Penguin is stunned as Bruce and Alfred jam his frequency, 
then play a recording of Cobblepot’s nasty comments about 
Gotham City and its people. To anyone listening, it sounds 
like The Penguin is issuing insults directiy to the stunned 
crowd. Loud boos are soon followed by the inevitable flying 
vegetables... 

Mortified, Cobblepot rakes the unruly gathering with 
rounds from his umbrella, then makes a wild dash through 
Gotham Park. Finally, he saves himself from his former 
followers by diving off a bridge - the identical bridge his 
parents dumped him from so many Christmases ago. The 
Penguin splashes deep into the icy brook, back-peddling his 


way to subterranean safety...

Meanwhile, in his frozen fortress, The Penguin plans a terrible 

revenge on the city’s first-born sons. The names he assembled 

from the lists he was compiling in the Hall of Records are those 


young sons of Gotham City ... ideal prey for the bitter birdman. 


Pa... to everyone’s shock and horror, 


The Penguin literally crashes Max's Max- 
squerade ball. Cobblepot’s unique Ouck 
vehicle erupts through the dance ficor, 
throwing guests into a wild panic. 
Consumed by the lust for vengeance, The 
Penguin announces his hideous intentions 
and then takes a startied Chip 
Shreck prisoner. in one rare, 
selfless moment, Max begs his 
former partner-in-crime to take 
him instead, and Cobblepot 
obliges.

T.. Max-Squerade Ball sequence of BATMAN 
RETURNS was complicated and difficult to film. To 
begin with, it took costume designers Bob 
Ringwood and Mary Vogt and their staff eight 
weeks to create the more than 150 outfits 
featured in the scene, and Ted Shell fashioned a 
corresponding number of masks in the same period. 


The sequence called for the floor to erupt and 


The Penguin to appear in his new vehicle. The 


Duck vehicle, designed to capture the absurd, 
aquatic qualities of its driver, actually works to a 
point (Christopher Walken as Max Shreck takes a 
ride in it at the end of the scene). 

As always, pyrotechnics experts rig the various 
explosions and supervise the potentially dangerous 
action. When the floor first erupts, at least half a 
dozen stuntmen were suspended in mid-air by fine 
wires, wires that were ultimately “painted out” of 
the frame optically. The final shot is flawless and 
the on-screen mayhem appears quite real. 

Also present in the scene are The Penguin’s 
penguins, dutiful little actors all. Ranging in age 
from 8 to 16 months and hatched from eggs taken 
from the Antarctic, a dozen “emperor” penguins 
were flown to the Warner Gros. studios in 
California, where a 40-foot refrigerated trailer 


truck was converted into their living quarters.

Triangle Circus Gang sweeps 
Gotham City for its first-born 
sons, and, a short while later, a 
wacky circus train chugs down 
empty streets. Oesperate children 
are imprisoned in this caravan of 
connected wagons, some of the 
kids crying for help, others too 
frightened to let out a peep.

B....... first comic book adventure appeared 
in 1839. Two movie serials (19843, 1949), a 
syndicated newspaper strip (19843-1946) and 
numerous guest appearances on Superman's radio 
show during the 1940s helped popularize the caped 
crimefighter. But in toyland, Batman wasn't nearly 
as popular as Superman, his Kryptonian counterpart 
at DOC Comics. In fact, most Batman licensing has 
appeared during the second half of Batman’s 53 year 


career.

The advent of ABC’s 1966 television series 
instantly made Batman a household name among toy 
manufacturers and the general public. Ouring roughly 
the first half of 1966, consumers swept up Batman 
product as quickly as it appeared. 

The TV series popularized Catwoman and The 
Penguin, along with The Joker and The Riddler, as 
Batman's protagonists. From the 1960s until today, 
and almost to the exclusion of other villains, these 
four evildoers have epitomized Batman's criminal 
nemeses, whether in comics or collectibles. 

Although Batgirl, Vicki Vale, Poison Ivy, Aunt 
Harriet and Catwoman are notable exceptions, the 
Batman mythos has often been male-oriented. 
Therefore, except for some Batgir/ items, little 
Batman-related merchandise exists that was aimed 
at girls. While some Batgirl collectibles were issued 
over the last quarter century, Catwoman's villainy 


has kept her away from frequent licensing. 


The Feline Fury first appeared in 1940, but her 
likeness did not appear outside of comic books or 
newspaper strips until 1966. When licensed, she 
was rarely unaccompanied by other Batman villains 
or heroes. This year marks a dramatic change and 
increase in the number of Catwoman collectibles as 
toys and memorabilia are issued to tie in with 
Batman Returns. 

Alternatively, The Penguin received substantially 
more attention than Catwoman since he first 
appeared in 1941. One of the earliest licensed 
Batman items, a 19344 set of color transfers, 
includes the Man of a Thousand Umbrellas. His real 
name, Oswald Chesterfield Cobblepot, was revealed 
in a 19846 newspaper strip continuity. 

Just as there are several times more collectibles 
based on The Penguin than Catwoman, Batman and 
Robin have appeared on substantially more 


merchandise than all their villains combined. As if a
